in  the  multitude  of  thy  mercies,  to  do  away  our  offences,  and  to  remember  our 
iniquities  no  more.  O  let  the  light  of  thy  countenance  ftiine  upon  us  this  day  ! 
Warm  and  invigorate  our  drowfy  wills  and  affedlions  ;  confirm  and  ftrengthen 
•our  rcfolutions  of  amendment  \  that  wc  may  put  away  all  ungodlinefs  and  finful 
lufts,  and  earneftly  follow  after  the  peace,  which  they  have  who  love, thy  law  :

O  Lord,  moft:  good  and  powerful,  we  thy  finful  people,  here '  aPlembled  before- 
Thee,  do  acknowledge  it  thine  unfpeakable  mercy,  that  for  our  manifold  and 
heinous  provocations  we  are  not  utterly  confumed,  and  given  over  a  prey  to  our 
enemies.  Wc  confefs  with  forrow  and  confufion  our  long  unfruitfulnefs  under  the- 
means  of  grace,  and  light  of  thy  Gofpel,  and  the  many  wonderful  deUvet»n4je8  of 
our  Church  and  Civil  Conftitution,  which  thou  in  thy  great  goodnefsfaafi:  vouch- 
safed unto  us.  Shouldeft  thou,  O  Lord,  enter  into  judgment  with  us  for  the 
crying  fins  that  abeund  among  us,  our  profanenefs  and  infidelity,  our  herefies  and 
fchifms,  our  grofs  impurities,  our  lukewarmnefs  in  thy  caufe  and  negledl  of  thy 
ordinances, -and  other  maniforld  offences,  thou  ^nightcftjaftlyinflift  upon  us.  the 
feverity  of  thy  wrath,  and  deliver  us  up  to  the  infuUs  of  our  cruel  enemies  ;  But 
there  is  mercy  with  the  Thee,  therefore,  ftialt  thou  be  feared.  Thou  art  the  Lord 
God,  tender  and  full  of  compaffion  \  not  willing  that  any  fiiould  perilh,  but  that 
all  fhould  repent  and  be  faved.

world,  and  inherit  thine  everlafting  kingdom  in  that  which  is  to  come,  through 
the  merits  of  Jcfus  Chrifl,  our  only  mediator  and  advocate.
